Columbus, Dec. 31.—State Dairy and 
Food Commissioner Renick W. Dunlap 
is keeping beer in the state house. He- 
has a collection probably larger in 
variety than any barroom in Colum­ 
bus. He denies that he is going into 
the business, and for an alibi point* 
to his record in support of anti-saloon 
legislation. 
Ho is greatly interested 
in the beverage, however, and 
re­ 
ceives almost daily additions to his 
stock. 
Prom every section of the state sam- 
pies of the so-called temperance beer, 
offered for sale in the dry counties, 
is being sent to the commissioner for 
investigation. 
To be non-intoxicating 
they must contain less than one-half 
of 1 per cent of alcohol. Some of the 
samples show almost the 2 per cent 
found In ordinary beer. 
Otbers are 
within the limit of safety. From one 
the alcohol had been extracted 
and 
oxidized so that the chemist could 
find only the slightest trace. In some 
instances one sample of a near-beer 
will be legally non-intoxicating, while 
the next sample of the same article 
will be far over the limit. 
According to the dairy and food de- 
partment practically all the small 
breweries in tbe state, located In dry 
counties, have gone out of business. 
An Immense quantity of the weak beer 
is being sold, but practically all of 
it to made by the large city breweries. 
Some of them are making a specialty 
of the business to recoup revenue lost 
through local option elections. 
In addition to being official beer 
tester, Commissioner Dunlap to the 
authorized legal suppressor of illegal 
liquor traffic.

81.—The immensity of 
the disaster in southern Italy and Sic 
Uy can only be measured by the fact 
that it is now estimated that 110,000 
people perished in Messina and Reggio 
alone. 
A score of other towns have 
been devastated and 
thousands 
of 
victims in these places must be added 
to the roll. 
In the face of this awful 
total all Italy stands appalled 
Nor has the full death list yet beeu 
reached. 
Shiploads of fugitives have 
arrived at Naples and other ports and 
the vast majority of these are sorely 
injured. Other thousands remain near 
the ruins of their homes or wander 
half starving, half naked over the land. 
Fhe forces that 
on 
Monday 
over­ 
whelmed the cities also destroyed the 
means 
of 
subsistence. 
Telegraphic 
communication has been 
established 
with Messiua. the apparatus 
having 
been 
installed 
in 
a railway 
van. 
Messages which have come over the 
line show that hope is gone. Nothing 
remains of the city but a m ass of Fulns 
that have been swept by fire. Of Mes­ 
sina, 90.000 population, it Is believed 
that fully 70,000 perished. Forty thous 
and people died in Reggio. 
King Victor Emmanuel and Queen 
Helena were In Messina Wednesday. 
The king explored the ruins regard­ 
less of the danger to which he exposed 
himself. He was often moved to tears 
at the heartrending scenes he came 
upon at every turn. The king was loud 
iu his praise of the splendid work ac­ 
complished by the Italian, Russian and 
English blue jackets, who saved many 
persons who otherwise would have in­ 
evitably perished. 
The queen spent 
the day in the wards of improvised 
hospitals visiting the wounded, many 
of whom have lost all that was dear 
to them. Her majesty did her be»t to 
cheer them with womanly words of 
consolation, often breaking into sobs 
as she listened to thsir dreadful tales 
of suffering.

Mr Taft was greatly annoyed Wed­ 
nesday by a repetition of the stoty 
that he was about to withdraw from 
tho race and it was announced from 
his headquarters that State Senator 
Thorn Baker of Cincinnati had been 
chosen to present Mr. Taft's name to 
the party caucus.
